PRESIDENT REBUKED 
U0. CHAMBER oTAND 
ON TAX REDUCTION 


Seeks Big Appropriations 
While Demanding Cut 
of $400,000,000. 


PROPOSAL ABSURD, 
EXECUTIVE DECLARES 


Belief Is He Will Veto Revenue 
Measure Carrying Too Deep 
Slash of Levies.

The cleavag2? between President Cool- 
idge and the United States Chamber 
of Commerce was further widened yes- 
terday when the President made known 
in no uncertain terms his impatience 
at the organization’s continued advo- 
cacy of a $400,000,000 tax reduction. 
While the chamber is doing this, it 
was said at the White House, it is at 
the same tim? sending runners around 
to all th Governmen: departments urg- 
ing increased expenditures here and in- 
creased expenditure: there. On behalf 
of the President it was said if there 
is @ more absurd proposal regarding 
Government finances he does not know 
what it could be. 
Some time ago, the President sug- 
gested that the chamber, in his opin- 
ion, could serve 2 more useful purpose 
in advocating economy at the coming 
session of Congress. He could be looked 
upon to urge as much reduction as 
possible, he was represented as feeling. 
And on several occasions he has sought 
to emphasize that tax reductions are 
made possible only by sparing appro- 
priations, Agencies to advocate reduc- 
tions are plentiful in his opinion, so 
he thought that inasmuch as the 
Chamber of Commerce was interested 
it could help him out a great deal 
with his advocacy of economy. 


Mellon for $225,000,000. 


Since the chamber first came out 
with its recommendation for a $400,- 
000,000 reduction, Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon has formally recom- 
mended a slice of $225,000,000 and 
warned that it would be dangerous to 
go above that figure. Even the Demo- 
crats on the House ways and means 
committee have taken heed of the 
warning and dropped $400,000,000 as 
their maximum figure in favor of one 
around $300,000,000. or $325,000,000. 
The committee as a whole has agreed 
upon a reduction of $235,000,000 as 
based on its own figures, or $250,000,000 
when the figures of the Treasury as to 
the expected revenue losses are taken. 

But even with the committee now 
rounding out a bill within this limit, 
the commerce chamber in a statement 
Thursday again demanded a $400,000,- 
000 reduction. 

This was too much for the White 
House and it provoked an unusually 
strong expression in the President’s be- 
half.

Pictures and Voice Recorded 
200 Miles Apart, Then 
United on Film. 


CLOSE ADJUSTMENT MADE 


West Orange, N. J., Nov. 25 (A.P.).— 
The wizard of West Orange tonight saw 
and heard himself as others see and 
hear him. Thomas A, Edison, attend- 
ing the first showing of a talking 
movie of his recent radio interview, sat 
back in his chair, watching and listen- 
ing, as the film flashed his likeness on 
the screen and as a radio loud speaker 
changed into words and sentences the 
tiny lines impressed on the celluloid 
by his voice. 

The picture was the work of the 
General Electric Co., which showed it 
to the inventor in his laboratory. Only 
members of the Edison household and 
a few friends wer? present. 

A dextrous synchronization of two 
e:cctric motors made possible thi- 
realistic appearance of Mr. Edison on 
the screen. Picture and voice were 
recorded nearly 200 miles apart, the 
former in the Edison library where the 
interview was held, and the latter in 
the General Electric Research Labora- 
tory at Schenectady. 

The inventor’s replies to the ques- 
tions of his interrogator were carried 
as electric impulses over a telephone 
wire to the upstate city, where they 
were recorded on a film moving at 


exactly the rate of speed of the camera 
that was taking the picture here. 
Two negative films, after develop- 
ment, were transposed on a single posi- 
tive, which was uscd this evening. 


FORBES, TERM ENDED, 
FREED FROM PRISON 


Former Veterans Bureau Di- 
rector Leaves at Once 
for St. Louis. 


Leavenworth, Kans., Nov. 26 (A.P.). 
Col. Charles R. Forbes, former director 
of the United States Veterans Bureau, 
completed service on a two-year term 
in the Federal penitentiary here and 
was released at midnight. Col. Forbes 
was met at the prison by John Rogers, 
St. Louis newspaper man. They remain- 
ed here only long enough for Col. 
Forbes to give out a prepared state- 
ment in which he said he intended to

Forbes was sentenced for a term of 
two years and fined $10,000 upon his 
conviction in Chicago, in 1925, on 
charges of defrauding the Government 
in awarding contracts for veterans’ hos- 
pitals.

New war clouds jn and around 
the Balkans, the “Cockpit of 
Europe,” are revealed in cable 
dispatches.

Hundreds of civillans and soldiers 
were reported slain in street fight- 
ing as a revolt against Soviet rule 
spread through the Ukraine. 

Russia officially warned Poland 
that she would resist with force 
any attempt by Warsaw forcibly 
to obtain domination over 
Lithuania. 

The Roumanian political factions 
agreed to a truce until next Mon- 
day, after the funeral of Premier 
Bratiano. 


(Special Ca%ie Dispatch.) 

Berlin, Nov. 25—On the left bank 
of the Niemen River -thousands of 
dissatisfied Lithuanian adventurers are 
massing under M. Pletskaitis, leader of 
the Lithuanian opposition. The Poles 
complain of the Lithuanian military 
activities and report daily skirmishes 
on the  Polish-Lithuanian border. 
Russia has sent a fuming note to 
Poland, threatening war if Poland 
tries to occupy a further stretch of 
Lithuania. 

With rumblings of war and revolt in 
Roumania and Albania in the back- 
ground, the diplomats in Berlin are 
shivering with anxiety for the peace 
of Europe. 

Gustav Stresemann, German foreign 
n.inister, and Maxim Litvinoff, assist-

CITIZENS AND POLICE,

Board of Trade President Is 
Halted by Posse; All Doctors 
in Capital Warned. 


Fired upon at almost point-blank 
range, a midnight marauder, believed to 
be the “Cat,” again last night made his 
escape after he had been discovered at- 
tempting to gain entrance to the home 
of Eugene E. Thompson, senior member 
of the banking firm of Crane, Parris & 
Co., at 3026 Forty-fourth place north- 
west. 

Mr. Thompson, firing an automatic 
pistol, is confident that he wounded the 
man, who was only a few feet from 
him when he discharged the pistol. The 
man made no attempt to fight back at 
Mr. Thompson, but turned and ran into 
@ nearby woods. 

Placing credence in Mr, Thomps&n's 
assertion that he had hit the marauder, 
police early this morning launched a 
thorough canvass of all doctors in the 
city. A description of the man was 
broadcast to all police precincts with 
instructions that it be given to every 
policeman when he reported at 1 o’clock 
this morning. The patrolmen in turn 
were instructed to arouse every doctor 
on their beats and tell them of the in- 
cident and of the likelihood of the man 
calling for treatment. Immediately 
after the shooting all hospitals were in- 
structed in the case. 

Armed Posse Scours Woods. 


An aroused citizenry, armed with 
weapons ranging from stove pokers to 
shotguns, and 25 policemen from 
the Fourteenth Precinct Station 
at an early hour this morning 
were searching the woods and 
the surrounding neighborhood in 
an effort to apprehend the man. They 
had been unable to find any trace of 
blood. 

Forming in front of the Thompson 
home, the posse espied the figure of a 
man near the corner of Hawthorne 
street and Forty-fourth place. Running 
after him, with baseball bats and drawn 
pistols, they surrounded him and made 
him explain his presence. The man 
stammered embarrassedly, and finally 
succeeded in explaining to his aroused 
neighbors that he was E. C. Graham, 
former president of the Board of Edu- 
cation and now president of the Wash- 
ington Board of Trade. Aroused by the 
shots and the shouting in the street, 
Mr. Graham said that he had come out 
to find out what it was all about. He 
then joined the search. 

Mr. Thompson told police that he 
had fired three shots. When the sec- 
ond was discharged the man lifted his 
arms over his head and screamed as 
though in pain, Mr. Thompson said.

‘VIVA CHRISTO!’ THEIR CRY 


Mexico City, Nov. 25 (A.P.).— The 
streets Gutside the American Embassy 
today resounded with shouts of “Viva 
Cristo Rey” (“Long live Christ the 
King’) as the funeral procession of 
Juan Tirado, jast of four men executed 
for alleged participation in a plot 
against the life of former President 
Obregon, passed the embassy building. 

His three companions, Miguel Agus- 
tin Projuarez, a Catholic priest; Hum- 
berto Projuarez, his brother, and Luis 
Segura Vilchis, were buried yesterday. 

Tirado’s coffin was carried on the 
shoulders of overalled workers, who 
were followed by several hundred men 
and women, all of the poorer classes 
Most of them wore overalls and the 
women wore black mantillas thrown 
over their heads. 

All, seemingly by agreement, turned 
their heads as they passed the American 
Embassy, and shouted “Viva Cristo Rey” 
at the top of their lungs. 

Dwight W. Morrow, the recently-ar- 
rived American Ambassador, was in his 
private office and heard the cries. He 
asked “What is the matter?” and mem- 
bers of the embassy staff rushed to the 
doors and windows to ascertain the 
cause of the disturbances. 

The funeral procession passed with- 
out further incident. Tirado’s body was 
claimed by friends and relatives after 
it had been anounced that he would be 
given public burial unless relatives 
claimed the body.

WORK PRAISED BY HOOVER 


(Associated Press.) 

A new wireless convention which will 
regulate international radio for five 
years beginning January 1, 1929, was 
approved here yesterday. It was drafted 
by the International Radio Conference, 
which adjourned after signatories of 
delegates from 79 nations and terfri- 
tories nad been attached to the docu- 
ment. . 

In addition to the convention, which 
has been under negotiation since the 
conference convened here October 4, 
— was given two sets of regula- 
tions. 

The convention itself sets out In gen- 
eral lines the scope of the ent 
and the duties devolving upon the sig- 
nat governments for its observance 
and for the maintenance of a secret 
and efficient service. 

The first set of regulations, in addi- 
tion to the allocation of wave lengths 
to the various services, includes O- 
vision for the operation of radio com- 
munication. Land, ship, aircraft, and 
all other kinds of wireless activities are 
contemplated and standard procedure 
in each case is set up. Licensing of 
stations asid operators also is defined.) 

The second set of regulations was 
agreed to by all countries except the 
United States and Canada, and consist- 
ed of such regulations as the United 
States considered infringe upon the 
private radio management. These arti- 
cles deal mostly with the fixing of radio 
charges. 

Secretary Hoover, who presided over 
the conference, delivered a closing ad- 
dress in which he analyzed the major 
provisions of the convention and re- 
marked that the harmony and cooper- 
ation displayed by the delegatés set 
“another milestone in the progress of 
international relations.” 

The chief problem facing radio, he 
said, namely, the efficient utilization 
of the limited number of channels, 
had been solved by the convention, 
which was Unanimously approved by 
the conference. 

The next conference will be held in 
Madrid in 1932.

In celebration of the tenth anni- 
versary of the Russian revolution, 200 
members of the Washington branch of 
the Workers’ Communist Party of 
America and other Soviet sympathizers 
held a meeting last night in the Play- 
house, 1814 N street northwest. 

William Weinstone, member of the 
national executive committee of the 
Workers’ Communist Party of America 
and district organizer of New York, 
was the principal speaker. He has 
recently returned from a trip to 
Russia and he gave an - optimistic 
picture of that country under Soviet 
rule. 

Russia “has sticceeded in proving 
that the working classes can fil! all 
the offices of government and industry 
better than they are filled in capital- 
istic countries, he said, and this in 
spite of the handicap of economic and 
financial blockades.

IS FILED WITH JUDGE 


‘Elston, Defense Attorney, De- 
clares He Will Not Be 
Bound by It. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 25 (A.P.)— 

The three court physicians appointed to 
pass upon the mental condition of 
, George Remus filed a partial report to- 
day and the rumor spread that they 
‘had decided that he was sane when he 
shot and killed his wife in Eden Park, 
October 6 last, and sane as he now 
jstands trial for his life. 
i It was the outstanding development 
in a day which brought testimony 
jagainst Remus by his sister, adopted 
daughter and brother-in-law. 

Mrs. Gabriel Ryerson, of Plainwell, 
, Mich.., sister of Remus, who has lived 
‘in his palatial home here since last 
|May, tearfully admitted that when he 
left home for the automobile ride which 
ended in the slaying of his estranged 
| wife, she had “had a feeling that some- 
thing was going to happen.” 
| Mrs. Ryerson also testified that she 
had received a report through her hus- 
band of the Remus shooting shortly 
after it happened and intentionally had 
misled detectives. The report came 
‘Irom Blanche Watson, Remus’ secretary, 
mentioned by the State as one of the 
‘four, including Remus, who planned to 
slay Mrs. Remus and “cover up” a con- 
spiracy. 


Daughter Takes the Stand. 


The prosecution reached the end of 
its direct case against Remus late today 
with the testimony of Ruth Remus, 
20-year-old daughter of the slain 
woman. 

Her testimony came between sobs and 
fits of crying which began the moment 
she took the witness stand and faced 
her foster father. 

Remus himself seemed deeply moved 
by the young woman’s testimony. His 
face paled and he hurriedly fumbled 
among papers piled upon his counsel 
table in front of him. He regained his 
composure, however, as her narrative 
lengthened and upon cross-examination 
once arose with an argument upon a 
point of law. 

Miss Remus detailed the chase of the 
Remus automobile after the taxicab in 
which she and her mother were riding 
to the divorce court; its overhauling by 
the faster machine; the shooting and 
ride with her dying parent to a hospli- 
tal. Her story came brokenly between 
outbursts of crying. 

The young woman nearly collapsed 
when the blood-stained clothing her 
mother wore was placed on a table in 
front of her. Her testimony was given 
in a voice barely audible 10 feet away 


Mother Shouted in Alarm. 


The first she saw of the slayer, she 
said, was when her mother glanced out 
of the taxicab window and exclaimed 
excitedly, .“There’s Remus!”

Threat to Flood Celthouse and 
to Starve the Rebels 
Out Effective. 


SIX HELD AS LEADERS 
IN SOLITARY DUNGEON 


Activity of Snipers and the 
Presence of Tanks Aid © 
to Awe Convicts. 


Folsom Prison, Calif., Nov. 25 (A.P.). 
Hopelessly beleaguered by a force of 
national guardsmen and civil officers 
equipped with weapons of war, revolt- 
ing convicts at the State prison here 
meekly surrendered today, ending a 
mutiny in which 11 men were killed 
and more than a score wounded. 


Threats by Warden Court Smith that 
the cellhouse in which 1,200 of the 
prisoners were barricaded would be 
flooded and that the rebels would be 
starved out contributed to the collapse 
of the mutiny, but the deadly accuracy 
of riflemen stationed on a hill over- 
looking the prison was the. principal 
factor in the capitulation, 

Nine convicts and two prison guards 
lost their lives in the pitched battle 
waged yesterday between the rebellious 
prisoners and the besiegers. Seventeen 
convicts were wounded and four guards 
injured. 

Six convicts, declared by the warden 
to have been the ringleaders in the up- 
rising, were placed in solitary confine- 
ment. Murder charges would be filed, 
against them, Warden Smith declared’ 


Few Active in Revolt. 


Only a few of the 1,200 prisoners in 
the cellhouse were actively involved in 
the outbreak, which started late yester- 
day morning, the warden said. The 
others were intimidated by the leaders. 
The surrender came today after Warden 
Smith had communicated over the tele- 
phone with two spokesmen for the 
mutineers. 

While 500 national guardsmen, 
equipped with machine guns, tanks, 
sawed-off shotguns, tear bombs and 
one-pounders, and 200 heavily armed 
civil officers commanded the cellhouse, 
the convicts surrendered their weapons 
to four guards who had been held -as 
hostages. 

The guards had not been iniured. 
and came out of the building laden 
with. weapons, including two pistols, an 
ax and a number of knives. 

In quick order the convicts then were 
sent to their cells. 

There had been no hostilities dur- 
ing the night, the fighting having died 
out after the ammunition of the con- 
victs ran low and the attacking forces 
had turned a hail of machine gun bul- 
iets into the cellhouse yesterday. 


Ringleaders Ask Terms. 


State officials, fearing that the im- 
prisoned guards would be killed and 
feeling that the mutineers were weak- 
ening, withheld further attacks on the 
building, but warned that they were 
ready to resume action in the event of 
further overt acts on the part of the 
convicts. 

Warden Smith was called on the tele- 
phone from the turnkey’s office by an ap- 
parently well-educated prisoner, whose 
identity he did.not learn, but who 
wanted an agreeinent that if the con- 
victs surrendered they would noty be 
abused. This was agreed to. 

Then the Spokesman asked assurance 
that the ringleaders would not be 
hanged. The warden told him this 
was ridiculous, and it was finally agreed 
that the men would surrender on con- 
dition that those placed in solitary 
confinement would not be kept on 
bread and water but would be given one 
meal a day. 

The warden demanded to speak to 
one of the leaders, and eventually an- 
other prisoner came to. the telephone 
and made arrangements for surrender- 
ing the weapons of the convicts. 

Ray Singleton, assistant turnkey, was 
stabbed and shot to death when the re- 
volt leaders made a break for the door 
of the cellhouse yesterday apparently 
in an attempt to effect a wholesale de- 
livery. The fact that the door was 
locked and the key outside prevented 
the convicts from gaining the yard. 

Charles Glase, gate keeper, dropped 
dead in the first excitement of the 
uprising. 

The convicts slain were Tom Wagalo. 
Sacramento County, serving 25 years: 
Louis Reposa, Santa Clara County: W. 
H. Barrett, Inyo County; Pedro Perez. 
Los Angeles County; Conrad J Betz, 
Santa Clara County; Carl W. Nelson, 
Shasta County; John Doucas, Alameda 
County; John Brown, San Diego, and 
George Baker, serving a life sentence 
from Alameda County. 


COMMERCE COLLAPSE

British Economist Says Whole 
World Menaced by High 
Tariff Schedules. 


Sxford, Eng., Nov. 2b (A.P.).—In a 
speech here today, Sir George Paish, 
editor of the London Statis... declared 
that unless tariffs are reduced, the 
world’r machinery of .rade and credit 
will come to a standstill as it dii at 
the beginning of the world war. 

“The whole world is drifting into 
bankruptcy,” he saic. “I have dis- 
cussed the matter with the Jeadin; 
experts of America, Britain and Ger- 
many, but they see no way of prevent- 
ing a breakdow,..” 

Predicting the collapse o” trade and 
credit by the spring of 1928 unless 
something is done to rrevent it, Sir 
George said that Europe needs to sell 
£300,000,000 worth of goods mcre than 
it did before the war in order to buy 
the same quantity of produce, but 
thac “the moment it tries. to sell, up 
go tariffs. 

To sell its goods a European nation 
must give credit and the amount of 
frozen credit in’ the world today never 
has been equaled,mhe said. Sir George 
advocated an international conference, 
not of experts but of statesmen, who 
have power to act and change the 
present policy of tariffs and trade 
hindrances.

Most of the approximately 48 cruisers 
in the British navy, it was pointed 
out, are modern, while, with the ex- 
ception of the 10 cruis’ rs of the 
Omaha ciass o: 7,500 tons, the rest of 
the United States cruisers are “prac- 
tically obsolete that is, more than 20 
years old.” Britain has its ten or 
more 10,000-ton ships, it was pointed 
out.

Will Not Again Sink Ships as 
Other Nations Build. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 25 (A.P.).—Amer- 
ica will “never again break up ships 
and property while other nations 
build,” Representative Thomas 8S. But- 
ler, chairman of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, asserted today in dis- 
cussing the naval problems he expects 
to come before Congress. 

“We have broken up our last public 
property.” he said. “Hereafter limita- 
tion of armaments will be carried out 
by curtailing existing programs and not 
by hauling American vessels of war out 
into the Atlantic and sinking them.” 

Mr. Butler said Congress would ap- 
proach ‘the naval problem with a 
“serious mind,” but before any definite 
action is taken he believes President 
Coolidge should be consulted and the 
best naval minds of the country called 
in to present the military side of the 
question. 

Expressing the opinion that from 12 
to 15 cruisers should be butlt over a 
five to seven-year period to back up 
first line ships, Representative Butler 
said America “must stop the race with 
other nations.and pro.ide just what is 
needed for national defense.” 

“From my point of view,” he added, 

“I will vote whatever ] believe is neces- 
sary in the way of increased naval 
power, not to round out or round up, 
not for defense against an invisible 
army. but to make the present fleet 
serviceable in al] its auxiliaries and ac- 
companiments. 
“We are not going to fight England 
or any other country, and we should 
not let this popular belief warp our 
judgment, but if our military experts 
say we need more lighter ships, then 
we should build them. 

“There is too much alarmist talk and 
Congress wil] not be swayed by it. We 
want to hear the President’s views, 
then call in naval experts who can tell 
us what is needed for adequate defense 
it will be time then to take action.”

THE POWER TO MAKE WAR. 


One of the devices contrived by individuals 
who are anxious to tie the hand of the United 
Htates’in the hope of abolishing war is the 


ie Proposal that this Nation shall agree not to 
- Support the aggressor in any future interna- 


. 
aise 
as, A 


fional war. That is a plausible suggestion, 
seemingly quite innocuous. It can be held 
with good reason that the United States will 
mever knowingly ai@ any nation to make 
aggressive war upon others. So why not 
declare this policy in advance, in order that 
nations contemplating aggression may know 
that the United States will not be neutral 
toward them? 

The difficulty, however, is in determining 
who is the aggressor. Who expects the Ger- 
man people to admit-that Germany was the 
aggressor in the late war? Who was the - 
aggressor in the Russo-Japanese war? 

. Foreign Minister Chamberlain told the 
British House of Commons on Thursday that 
it was impossible for him to define an “‘ag- 
gressor nation” in case of war. He asserted 
that by clever diplomacy a nation really an 
aggressor might make itself appear to be 
acting solely in_ self-defense. Everybody 
knows that this is true. Thus the Untted 
States, by declaring in advance that it would 
fever support an aggressor, might find itself 
in the position of supporting nations that weie 
feally aggressors, masquerading: as injured 
parties. By taking sides either way the United 
States would be drawn into the war. 

- The proposal to boycott “aggressors” is on 
a4 par with the proposal to make treaties ‘re- 
nouncing war.” They are futile ideas so far 
ds preventing war is concerned and mischiev- 
éus ideas so far as involving the United States 
ig concerned. The treaty-making power of the 
United States can not make a valid treaty 
taking from Congress the power to declare 
war. Neither can Congress deprive itself of 
that power by a “‘declaration of policy,” as is 
fiow suggested. No future Congress can be pre- 
¥ented from declaring war whenever the honor, 
¥ital interest, or independence of the United 
States is assailed. Declarations that it is the 
policy of the United States to renounce war 
would be empty and meanihgless if an enemy 
should attack the United States. Americans 
Would fight. They would not deserve to be 
dalled Americans if they did not fight, 

All the schemes to abolish war overlook the 
fact that war is sometimes desirable, not to 
@ay necessary. A cowardly surrender of na- 
tional right is worse than war. Thank God, 
the righteous and ample power to make war 
remains with the American people, to be exer- 
cised whenever in their judgment it is neces- 
sary. No President, no treaty-making author- 
ity, and no Congress can take away this power.

TODAY'S BIG GAME. 
* Today New York City will be the host of 
thousands of Washingtonians, including high 
@fficials of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
to witness the annual gridiron clash between 
the West Point cadets and the midshipmen of 
the United States Naval Academy. 

The Army and Navy game is not merely a 
contest between 22 men, but is a clean-fought 
Wattle from start to finish between 1,250 men 
cbmposing the corps of cadets on one side and 
the entire regiment of midshipmen on the other 
side. : 

“The Army is a two-to-one favorite to win, 
probably because on November 12 the West 
Pointers beat Notre Dame, 18 to 0, while Notre 
Dame beat the Navy, 19 to 6, on October b5.

CHRISTMAS SAVINGS. 
“It is only within the last few years that the 
idea of beginning in January to save for Christ- 
mas took root in the mind of some thoughtful 
banker, but the idea has spread into every cor- 
ner of the land. As late as the beginning of 
the present decade scarcely a hundred banks 
maintained special Christmas accounts for 
their depositors. The distribution of Christ- 
mas money this year will be made by approxi- 
mately 8,000 banks. The total savings are re- 
ported to exceed those of 1926 by 25 per cent, 
while the number of depositors is 12 per cent 
greater than last year. ' 

While most of the deposits are in small 
amounts—as low as $1 per week in some in- 
Stances—the aggregate runs into the millions,

MOTORDOM'S COMING BATTLE. 

On May 26 Henry Ford got back into har- 
ness after convalescing from injuries received 
in an automobile accident, in time to see the 
15,000,000th Ford run off the Highland Park 
assembly line. Not long thereafter he ordered 
all his plants shut down for the purpose of re- 
tooling for manufacture of a new model. On 
December 2 the model A, successor to the 15,- 
000,000 model T’s, will be introduced to the 
waiting-public. 

In announcing the date of display of model 
A, Mr. Ford issued an optimistic review of 
world business conditions. Business is good, 
he said, national wealth is increasing, individ- 
uals have more money, and there is eveby in- 
dication of-continued and increasing material 
prosperity. People buy cautiously only when 
there is a scarcity of money. There is no 
money shortage today, nor will there be one 
next year. Therefore, during an era of great 
prosperity, the model A will be introduced. 

The announcement comes at a périod when 
automobile production is at its lowest point. 
Dealers are being permitted, according to Au- 
tomotive Industries, to reduce stocks in prepa- 
ration for the 1928 selling campaigns. If there 
is any adverse factor upon the outlook for the 
industry, the magazine adds, it is the state of 
the used car, market and of used car stocks. 
Nevertheless, there is reason to believe that 
the coming year will be unusually profitable. 

With Henry Ford back at work, the automo- 
tive industry will take on intense activity. 
Other organizations have wasted no time in at- 
tempting to invade the market that always has 
been considered his. They will not relinquish 
their newly Won fields without a battle. A 
colossal industrial battle is imminent. 

Ford, however, has played a smart game. 
Scores of rumors have been permitted to seep 
from his factories regarding the new car. In- 
variably they have been denied, but the denials 
have only served to whet public curiosity in 
regard to what surprise the Ford Co. had in 
store. Recently pictures of what was said to 
be the model A have been published, but no 
one knows whether or not they are authentic. 
Several days ago a freight car was backed into 
a siding and several burlap-covered masses, 
which may or may not have been Fords, were 
removed to the storeroom of a New Jersey 
dealer. Mystery and reticence surrounds the 
forthcoming display. Never has a product 
been as widely and as cheaply advertised. 

The world awaits the new Ford with keen 
curiosity. Is it to become the forerunner of 
another 15,000,000 motor ears each as like the 
other as mechanical ingenuity can make it. or 
is the old magician of the motor world up 
against competition that will force him to use 
all his millions-in a losing fight? 


JURISDICTION OVER AVIATORS. 


The first case involving the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Commerce over commercial 
aviation has just been decided by Secretary 
Hoover. S. A. Reiss, an aviator, was charged 
with failure to obey the regulations against 
low fiying. The evidence submitted to sub- 
Sstantiate the charge was deemed sufficient by 
the Assistant Secretary of Commerce to war- 
rant the imposition of a fine and suspension of 
the flier’s license for 90 days. 

Reiss appealed from the decision, setting 
forth that the law under which the punishment 
was inflicted is unconstitutional, in that Con- 
gress has no power to regulate intrastate com- 
merce. Secretary Hoover has decided that the 
suspension should terminate at the end of 33 
days, instead of remaining in force for the full 
90 days: Reiss’ license is therefore restored. 
Mr. Hoover reduced the fine from $500 to $25. 
According to the attorney for the aviator, this 
decision will be accepted, and the contemplated 
appeal to the courts will be abandoned. 

While there have been other cases wherein 
aviators have been punished by the suspension 
of their flying licenses, the Reiss case is the 
first in which the constitutionality of the air 
commerce act of 1926 has been brought up. 
In rendering his decision Mr. Hoover has not 
directly passed upon the contention of the ap- 
pellant wherein it is contended that so long as 
the operations of the aviator are confined 
within the lines of one State the laws of that 
State only can be made applicable. Mr. Hoover 
was aware that the violation of the regulations 
occurred while Reiss was engaged solely in the 
intrastate operation of his plane. The infer- 
ence, therefore, is that Secretary Hoover is sat- 
isfied that the jurisdiction conferred upon the 
Department of Commerce extends to all fliers, 
without regard to State lines. That Interpre- 
tation will stand until and unless the courts 
shall place a different construction upon the 
act. 


DETECTING CANCER IN TIME. 


Cancer, once regarded as a rare disease, has 
come to be known as one of the most frequent. 
Oftentimes it is curable. . Nevertheless, the 
death rate from cancer is increasing annually, 
and it is said that more persons die of this dis- 
ease each year than are killed by railroads, 
street cars, automobiles, fires, drownings, ma- 
chinery, poison, homicide and suicide all put to- 
gether. The fate of more than one in ten of the 
grown population of the country is to die of can- 
cer; a deplorable record, in view of the fact that 
early treatment can save life in the majority of 
cases. 

The American Society for the Control of Can- 
cer has inaugurated a campaign designed to 
educate the general public as to scientific opin- 
ion about cancer. After six months of careful 
consideration by a committee of the foremost 
authorities on cancer among research men, sur- 
geons, physicians, radiologists and statisticians, 
a series of short articles have been prepared for 
newspaper publication. ‘In presenting the pub- 
lic with facts which should cause a wholesome 
concern about cancer,” say officials of the so- 
ciety, “the newspapers are regarded as thera- 
peutic agents. It must be made plain that time 
is an important item in dealing with cancer. 
Once it starts, it never stops of its own ac- 
cord.”’ : ;

Tub | has been brought under con- 
trol largely through general public education. 
Cancer should yield to the same treatment. If 
the public learns that cancer tendencies can be 
forestalled if treated in time, if it learns to 
look suspiciously upon certain general symp- 
toms that can not be otherwise accounted for 
and realizes the wisdom of reporting such 
symptoms to-the family doctor for diagnosis 
and treatment, the toll taken by cancer can be 
considerably lessened. Toward spreading these 
doctrines the press will prove an invaluable 
agent. 


MERGER SCHEMES. 


No fewer than three traction merger 
schemes now are ready for public considera- 
tion. That of Harley P. Wilson, owner of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co., was made pub- 
lic in incomplete form several weeks ago. An- 
other, originated by B. M. Bachman, chief ac- 
countant of the Public Utilities Commission, 
was divulged yesterday. A third, drawn up 


after a comprehensive survey of the local sit- | 


uation by the firm of Charles Hansel, public 
utility specialists, has been completed and its 
details will be divulged within a few days. 

The public, individually and through the 
citizens’. associations, has been studying the 
project carefully and has gained a complete 
and comprehensive knowledge of the difficul- 
ties involved. A new Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, of competent personnel, assumed office 
several months ago, realizing at the time that a 
traction merger was the most important task 
confronting it. Utility interests themselves are 
not opposed to'a merger, provided it can be 
consummated on advantageous terms. The 
time for consolidation seems to be propitious. 

Whether in any of the proposals now before 
the public lies the key to the problem remains 
to be seen. By taking the better points of each 
it may be possible to draft a workable compro- 
mise plan. The public is not very sanguine as 
to an immediately successful outcome. The 
problem is complicated by the variety of inter- 
ests that must be protected and served. The 
public has learned not to expect its interests to 
be made foremost in any scheme of consolida- 
tion. 


THE BREAK AT FOLSOM. 


There is something radically wrong with the 
management of the prisons of California when 
convicts can secure sufficient arms to aid them 
in maintaining a siege for eighteen hours. 

The list of casualties at Folsom shows 9 
dead, 2 dying and 21 injured as the result of a 
revolt never before equaled in an American 
penal institution. The fact that the entire 
body of felons did not gain their liberty was 
due to the prompt action of two of the guards 
in blocking the door through which the escape 
was to have been made. From the dispatches 
telegraphed from the prison it is learned that 
the aid of the State militia as well as the 
United States Army had to be called before 
there was a sign of submission. All the ap- 
pliances of modern war, including airplanes, 
gas andtanks, were brought into play, and 
even then it appears that only the possibility 
of starvation and the flooding of the prison led 
the instigators of the plot to surrender. 

Just how many firearms and how much am- 
munition were in the possession of the pris- 
oners at the time of the outbreak has not been 
learned, nor has any one the faintest idea of 
the source of supply. All that is known is that 
1,200 desperate men were able to obtain a suf- 
ficient supply of arms to hold the guards at 
bay. The fact that the plotters failed in their 
purpose does not excuse the prison authorities 
for their lack of vigilance. California owes it 
to itself, as well as to the rest of the country, 
upon which the desperadoes would have preyed. 
to punish those responsible for criminal neg- 
lect.

TOO MUCH SPECIALIZATION. 


A resolution has been placed before the 
National Grange asking the American Medica] 
Association to aid in reforming the present 
system of medical education so that there will 
be in the future an adequate supply of doctors 
to care for the health of the 30,000,000 resi- 
dents in rural communities. The medica] 
specialist, according to proponents of the 
resolution, has sounded the knell for the 
country doctor and the general practitioner. 
There are increasing hosts in rural communi- 
ties who are medically helpless, while the cost 
of medical service continues to rise. Young 
men being graduated from medical colleges 
no longer look for practice in the country, and 
there is a demand for a practical medica] 
course to fit the general practitioner for worthy 
service in his community. 

The dearth of general medical practitioners 
is general. Even in large cities it is not easy 
to find the old-fashioned doctor who wil] 
assume the responsibility of caring for the 
family along old-fashioned lines. II] health 
today necessitates a round of medical special- 
ists, each possibly. more competent than the 
general practitioner in his chosen line, but 
none willing to assume responsibility for every 
type of case. : 

‘In justice to the medical profession it must 
be admitted that there is little reason why a 
young doctor should assume a general prac- 
tice. The family doctor at best leads an 
unpleasant life. His time is not his own. He 
never knows when he may be called out upon 
& case. As contrasted with the fixed office 
hours of the specialist, his office is never 
closed. Furthermore, great financial reward 
comes not to the general practitioner, but to 
his classmate who practices only the intricacies 
of surgery, or prescribes for special ailments. 

The medical profession and thé medical 
schools realize that specialization may be 
carried too far. Steps are being taken to 
correct the situation, and it is probable that 
from now on a considerably greater proportion 
of medical graduates will engage in general 
practice.

Traffic Fatalities. 

Brooklyn Citizen: Automobile acci- 
dents were responsible for 686 deaths 
in 77 large cities in the four-week 
perlod ended November 5, 1927, the 
Department of Commerce announces, 
this being an increase of ten over the 
corresponding period ended on Novem- 
ber 6 a year ago. In the 52 weeks 
ended November 5, 1927, automobiles 
caused 6,965 deaths against 6,649 in 
the similar period the preceding year. 
In the four weeks ended November 5 
there were 124 automgbile deaths in 
New York City, compared with 110 in 
the same period last: year. In the 52 
weeks ended November 5, this year 
there were 1,090 fatalities in New York 
City, compared with 1,060 for the pre- 
ceding twelve months. The automobile 
death rate increased in the city from 
17.9 to 18.3. These figures are cer- 
tainly not encouraging.

Political Power of the South. 

‘To the Editor of The Post—Sir: A 
population basis Is the constitutional 
method of reapportionment for repre- 
sentation in Congress, but under exist- 
ing voting conditions it is anything but 
fair. In many of the Southern States 
10,000: votes offset 30,000 and even 
40,000 in such States as New York, 
Pennsylvania and Illinols. This is not 
only true in regard to the election of 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, but also in the electoral college. 
By this means the South has an undue 
number of electors over the North. 

If number of votes cast governed, 
the solid South would no longer cut 
ice in electing a President. Senator 
Glass assures usS that there may pos5- 
sibly come a day when the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments to the Con- 
stitution will be accepted in the South- 
ern States, bt until that day arrives 
the South will continue tc exert an un- 
fair nower in both Congress and the 
electoral college. 

The North has long suffered under 
this unequal distribution, but it may 
awaken some of these days. When it 
does the South will tind.its member- 
ship in the House, and its power in 
choosing a President, materially cut 
down. Thus, Alabama, Arkansas, Geor- 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi! and South 
Carolina in 1924 elected 66 electors with 
a total vote of 2,099,502, while Illinois, 
Massachusetts and Ohio, with a vote 
of 5,696,209 only elected 69. Those same 
States in the South have a representa- 
ion of 54 members of the House, while 
the three Northern States with a voting 
population three and a half millions 
greater, have but 63. Will the North 
stand for this always?

HAVE NEURITIS. 


OR all that great group of people 
who think they have neuralgia 
and neuritis Dr. Curran Pope has 

a message. This applies to some of 
those who think they have some of the 
vague varieties of chronic rheumatism, 
suéh as chronic lame back and chronic 
lumbago and chronic sciatica. His mes- 
sage is that their trobles are seldom 
in the nerves themselves, as the words 
neuritis, sclatica and such would imply, 
but that they are those parts of the 
roots of the nerve which lie within the 
spinal column. He calls the condition 
radicular syndrome, the meaning of 
which is a group of symptoms due to 
some disease in the roots or radicles of 
the nerves. 


What is called neuralgia of the face 
is of the same general character, though 
the roots of the nerves of the face are 
not located in the spin&al column. From 
the practical standpoint this message 
has two points. The first is that the 
doctor should not stop with a super- 
ficial examination in @ case of supposed

neuralgia or neuritis. If he will examine 
closely he will usually find proof that 
the trouble in t- e given case is not in 
the sciatic nerve itself, or other nerve, 
but in its root. There will usually be 
no evidence of muscle spasm or muscle 
weakness \-hich shows that the nerve + 
the seat of the trouble. On the other 
hand, such close examination will show 
distribution of pain, tenderness, ting- 
ling and anesthesia, which will prove 
that it is the nerve root and not the 
nerve itself which is at fault. Sufferers 
must not accept an offhand, superficial 
diagnosis of neuritis, neuralgia, scatica 
or chronic lumt.go. 


The second message is that treatment 
offers a great deal to these people. 
Most of them have learned by experi- 
ence that they can wear the trouble 
out provided they themselves do not 
first wear out. Dr. Pope thinks that 
appropriate treatment will enable them 
to shorten up very materially on that 
wearing out process. The treatment 
consists, in the main, of the group of 
methods called physical therapy. It 
consists of massage and manipulation, 
the use of electricity, light and baths, 
and of heat and cold through baths. 
He does not favor the use of much 
medicine internally. Most of the rem- 
edies for relief do far more harm than 
good. So do all of the advertised 
remedies.

ERY often I have letters asking me 
V about what one does on a jour- 

ney. People want to know how 
much and when to tip the porter? How 
much and when to tip the waiter in 
the dining car? What one can do with 
one’s self when the berth is being made 
up? (This is a horrid time unless there 
are seats to be had.) What sort of 
dressing gown is necessary? Whether 
one can dress and undress in a berth 
or whether one had better preempt the 
ladies’ room? Whether an upper or 
lower berth is preferable? How many 
bags one may stow away, and what to 
do with trunks when arriving at the 
end of the journey? 

These are only a selected number of 
the questions I am receiving; and I am 
anxious to answer them. 

When you arrive at a station, you 
are usually met by a porter. Give him 
your bag, tell him the number of your 
parlor car seat, let him find it for you, 
Some times, when 
there happens to be several bags and 
the way is long, you may give him 
more. These men are not paid by the 
company. They pay for the privilege 
of working in that station and make 
what they can. When you are settled, 
keep your ticket where you can easily 
get at it when the conductor comes 
through the train. You tip the waiter 
in the dining car 10 per cent of the 
bil with which he presents you when 
you have finished your meal. When 
night comes and berths are being made 
up, you usually find some seat vacant

HICAGO, Ill., Nov. 25 (A.P.).— 

Mickey Walker, middleweight 

champion of the world, won a 
decision over Paul Berlenbach here to- 
night. Each failed in his prediction 
of a knockout, but the bout was furious 
from start to finish. 

Walker was deliberate in the fifth 
round in trying to measure Berlenbach 
for a knockout. He never failed with 
a left hook to the body. 

Berlenbach cracked Walker with a 
hard left hook in the sixth that shook 
him up, but Mickey came back, sinking 
his lefts to the body and shooting his 
right to the chin, 

The title-holder landed lefts and 
rights to the chin as the seventh 
opened, but appeared -to be tiring. 
Walker had respect for Berlenbach’s 
left, which Paul used to good advantage 
in the clinches. 

In the eighth, Walker sunk a left 
hook to the body that almost doubled 
Berlenbach up. Paul drew blood from 
Mickey’s mouth with two hard lefts. 

Berlenbach stepped into a hard right 
to the chin that knocked him back 
on his heels just before the session 
ended. 


Walker started in to give a dem- 
onstration of plain and fancy slug- 
ging in the first round by nailing 
Berlenbach with a vicious right and 
lefts to the head, but, failing to 
upset him, he sunk three hard left 
hooks to the body just before the 
round ended, slowing Berlenbach 
up. Berlenbach kept driving his 
left hook to .the body at close 
quarters, 


Walker dropped left hooks to the 
body and then shot hooks to the chin 
in the second round.  Berlenbach 
gamely absorbed these punches, twice 
crowding Walker to the ropes and pun- 
ishing him with left rips to the body. 
Walker was finding Berlenbach much 
tougher and gamer than Mike McTigue, 
whom he knocked out in one sensa- 
tional round here last month. 

The pace slowed up a bit in the third 
round, with Walker opening up with a 
hard right and left to the jaw. Ber- 
lenbach then chased him to the ropes, 
driving both fists to the head and body. 
Walker was again forcing thé fight as 
the round ended. 

Walker boxed more cautiously in the 
fourth, hooking his left to the body. 
Berlenbach refused to back up an inch, 
however, and was severely punished for 
his gameness. ,Walker rushed Berlen- 
bach to the ropes, floored Berlenbach 
with a left hook, falling down on top 
of him. Berlenbach Was groggy when 
he got up, but reeled around until the 
bell rang.

Cleveland Heavy Now 
Leading Contender 
by Triumph. 


EW YORK, Nov. 25 (A.P.).—In a 
furious and bruising heavyweight 
battle Johnny Risko, of Cleve- 

land, fought his way to the front ranks

It was a clash of a “rubber man” in 
Risko and a man of cement, steel-rein- 
forced in Paulin, with the honors clear- 
ly in favor of the bouncing youth from 
Cleveland.

victory here. 


Although Risko was guilty of much 
holding toward the finish of the bout, 
when each fought for wind in between 
clinches, Paulino drew two severe 
warnings from Referee Lou Magnolia 
for low punching. None of the blows 
hurt Risko perceptibly, however. 

For almost every minute of the strug- 
gle, a slashing, bruising combat that 
found both exhausted at the close. 
Risko, the baker boy, met the Spaniard 
at his own game and outslugged him. 
There were no knockdowns, but Paulino, 
victor over Harry Wills, Tom Heeney 
and Knute Hansen during his Ameri- 
can invasion, was groggy and reeling at 
the close.

Priations that were lost to the Dis- 
trict when the Reed slush fund fill- 
Duster caused a legislative jam at the 
last session of Congress were requested 
again yesterday at a hearing before 


@ subcommittee of the House appro- 
tions committee. 

Appearing before the committee, 
Commissioners Dougherty and Talia- 
Zerro asked for deficiency and supple- 
mental appropriations tojaling $750,- 


District Auditor Daniel J. Donovan 
and the heads of several departments 
explained the various items to the 
committee. 


Money Needed for Clinic. 


Part of the money is needed to rent 
new quarters .or the House of De- 
tention and the Health Department 
clinic, which must move to make way 
for the Federal building program in 
the Mall. 

The items that were covered in the 
deficiency bill that died in the Reed 
filibuster called for a total appropria- 
tion of $1,368,000, but several of these 
items, such as the Columbia Hospital 
nurses’ home, now fFave heen placed 
in the budget estimates for 1929. 

Among the items requested yesterday 
were we following: 

For St. Elizabeths Hospital, $221,000: 
for purchase\ of metal identification 
tags for horse-drawn and motor ve- 
hicles, $3,500; for advance notices of 
tax retu:as, $2,085.44; for employes 
compensation commission, $4,000: for 
refund of erroneous tax collections, 
$1,500; for refund of awards and ex- 
peneées incident to the opening 
of Georgia avenue to Ninth street 
northwest and for widening Nichols 
avenue between Good Hope road 
and S street southeast and for wid- 
ening First street between G and 
Myrtle streets, $1,500; repairs to High- 
way Bridge and Klingle Road Bridge 
$442.44; policemen and firemen relief 
fund, $135,000; for additional compen- 
sation for the chief justice and the five 
associate justices of the District Su- 
preme Court, $7,500. 


$26,985 Asked for Juries. 

For jury fees in the District Supreme 
Court, $26,985; additional compensation 
for the chief justice and associate jus- 
tices o. the District Court of Claims, 
$5,750; for upkeep of the ccurts, for 
writs of lunacy and for printing and 
binding for the two courts, $4,674.16:

Life Sentence Given

George R. Hawkins, colored, who twice 
looted the store of the Columbia Fruit 
& Candy Co., was sentenced to serve 
three years in prison on charges of 
grand larceny. Clinton T. Flannigan, 
also colored, was sentenced to serve 
two years on charges of forging deeds 
of trust and promissory notes.

Swallows Poison

Freedmen’s 
Hospital, where his condition is unde- 
termined. 

Mettler was suspended hy Sergt. 
J. R. Wittstatt, who reported to Maj. 
Hesse yesterday that he had found him 
at Sixth and Callan street northwest, 
in a condition unfit for duty. Before 
swallowing the poison Mettler told per- 
sons in the drug store that regret over 
his suspension caused the act.

TREASURY NEGOTIATIONS 
BEGUN FOR TWO TRAGTS 


Land Sought for New Agricul- 
ture Department and 
Archives Building. 


OLDEST THEATER TO GO 


Negotiations for acquisition by the 
Government of two tracts of land in- 
cluded in the proposed sites of the new 
Department of Agriculture and Archives 
Buildings on the Mall extension, have 
been initiated, Treasury officials said 
yesterday. 

The tracts for which negotiations 
have been started are one bounded by 
Ninth and Tenth streets, and B street 
and Pennsylvania avenue northwest, 
and another bounded by B and CO 
streets, and Fourteenth street and Lin- 
worth place southwest. 

The Ninth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue tract is wanted for the Archives 
Building, which is to cost $6,900,000, of 
which Congress has already appropriat- 
ed $1,000,000. This building is to be 
placed in the center of the site and 
will be eventually surrounded on three 
sides by a U-shape group of other 
Government buildings. 

The steps being taken by the Gov- 
ernment to acquire this tract fore- 
shadow the early passing of the oldest 
theater in Washington, on Ninth street 
just south of Pennsylvania avenue. The 
history of this theater antedates the 
Civil War days, and during the “glor- 
ious nineties” its boards were tread by 
the foremost artists of the day. The 
house’s attractions, however, deterilorat- 
ed with its ever increasing age, and 
from the grand opera of its heyday, it 
closed its doors a few years ago show- 
ing the cheapest burlesque. 

The other tract is wanted for the 
Department of Agriculture Building, 
which it is planned to extend from 
Twelfth to Fourteenth on B street 
southwest. 

Several condemnation proceedings are 
belng conducted by the Department of 
Justice, for tracts included in the Gov- 
ernment building program, but where- 
ever possible acquisition by direct pur- 
chase is preferred. The negotiations 
now under way for the sites of the 
Agriculture and Archives Buildings 
contemplate direct purchase from the 
owners, 

With the site of the new Department 
of Commerce Building being cleared, 
the question of relocating the Treas- 
ury annex, housing a branch of the 
income tax unit, at Fourteenth and B 
streets northwest, is waiting decision. 
The Treasury Department has requested 
that the present accommodations be 
not changed until after January 1, but 
present plans call for the site being 
cleared by March 15, although it is 
thought that this can be advanced. 
The Public Buildings Commission ex- 
pects to notify the Treasury of its de- 
cision Monday.

NEW ORPHANS’ HOME. 
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WAR COLLEGE AGAIN 
HAS GERMAN STATUE 


Monument to Frederick the 
Great Was Stored Away 
During War. 


The statue of Frederick the Great, 
founder of Germany’s military power, 


presented to the United States by the 
German government during the Roose- 
velt administration for erection at the 
Army War College, and subsequently 
removed on our entrance into the World 
War, was put back yesterday in its old 
position in front of the main building 
of the War College. 

The bronze statue was intended to 
be the nucleus of a semicircle of world 
military leaders to be erected at the 
college as they were donated, but when 
the United States enlisted in the allied 
cause, it was feared the statue might 
be the object of desecration, and it 
was taken down. 

Several weeks ago Secretary of War 
Davis announced that as a result of 
general suggestions that the statue be 
replaced, the matter had been referred 
to War College officials for action. 
They decided to replace the statue.

LICENSE HELD VICTORY 


Whose Plane Struck 
Pony, to $25. 


CASE MAY BE CLOSED 


Restoration of his flying license and 
reduction of his fine from $500 to $25 
by Secretary of Commerce Hoover yes- 
terday was accepted by Steuart A 


Reiss, commercial aviator charged with 
violation of the flying regulations at 
Hoover Flying Field, Va., as a “moral 
victory and vindication,” his counsel, 
Jesse Duke, declared. 

Reiss was accused of low flying, in 
violation of the Department of Com- 
merce regulations, on October 13, which 
resulted in the landing gear of his 
plane killing a pony that he was trying 
to chase from the field. 

The Department of Commerce im- 
mediately upon receipt of the report of 
the accident revoked Reiss’ flying li- 
cense for 90 days, and notified him that 
he was subject to a fine of $500. At 
hearings before Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce William P. MacCracken, Jr., 
in charge of aeronautics, subsequently 
granted Reiss, former Brig. Gen Will- 
iam Mitchell testified for the defense. 

A report of the hearings, with a rec- 
ommendation from Assistant Secretary 
MacCracken, was turned over to Secre- 
tary Hoover last week, and he an- 
nounced his decision yesterday in a let- 
ter to Reiss. 

“After reviewing the facts in your 
case, it is my decision that this suspen- 
sion should terminate on the twenty- 
fifth day of November, 1927, and after 
that date your authority to act as a 
licensed pilot will be restored,” Secre- 
tary Hoover's letter said. 

While counsel for Reiss believes his 
client has a good case to take to the 
Federal courts, he indicated yesterday 
that in view of the fact that the pen- 
alty is small, Reiss may choose to close 
the case by paying the fine, rather 
than making a costly appeal. 


PLANE SEARCH ASKED 
-FOR EXPLORING PARTY 


Communication Is Lost With 
Group Operating in the 
Arizona Desert. 


Concern for a party exploring the bed 
of the Colorado River in Arizona in 
connection with the Pathe-Bray expedi- 
tion was expressed yesterday at the 
War Department, telegrams indicating 
that the party, setting out with 10 days’ 
rations, had been out 14 days and com- 
munication with it had been lost. 

The department was requested to 
arrange for dispatch of airplanes fol- 
lowing broadcasting of a message for 
the party to use flares to indicate their 
condition. This request was transmitted 
to corps area headquarters at San 
Francisco. 

Thursday another message was re- 
ceived as follows: “At 3 a. m. this 
morning, Thursday, got fragmentary 
message from river party. Signals very 
weak and faltering. Dashes indicate 
missed words: ‘Are——can go-——two 
months——all we can do——.’ Believed 
to_be working headquarters station but 
were unable to raise latter or hear river 
party further.” 

The main camp of the expedition, 
called Camp Pearson, is located at 
Shinumo Altar, in the Painted Desert 
of Arizona. Shinumo Altar is 40 miles 
south of the Utah line and 6 miles east 
of the Colorado River.
